Mut that the Turkish armies have 
had to remain in o state of seml- 
mobilisation for severnl years, He 
said this has beer a severc “bud- 
getury strain’ on the Kovernment. 
He anid the Turks are not worried 
about “Internal bands of gucritins.’ 
Their worries stem entirely {rom 
“external pressure.” he added. 

Mundt asked Acheson to deinc 
this pressure, then added: “Or should 
I name it? The Congress and the 
people do not have access to classified 
documents and I would not reveal 
anything to them. But having 
visited Turkey a little over a year 
ago I know directly what that pres- 
sure fs.” 

It was at that point that Acheson 
defined the Sovict demands for par- 
ticipation in the 
danclles as “external pressure.” 

MYSTERIOUS BLACK BOOK 

Acheson also promised to reveal 
publicly the information on Grecce 
and Turkey contained in‘a myster- 
fous, black book given to members 
of Congress. 

Acheson also said that 
claims” have been imade against 
Turkey by the Soviet Union and 
various Sovict ‘republics. Mundt told 
Achesorthat he ‘thought he knew 
why “we are being asked to go into 
Turkey. The fundamental reason Is

The Committee chnirman, Charles 
A. Eaton, previously ‘said he de- 
nounced the secrecy about the State 
Department's “black book.” The 
Committeeman, Robert B. Chiper- 
field, turned his copy of the blacte 
book back when he found that the 
State Department = had placed 
restrictions on It. 

Acheson told Eaton that the book 
contained certain “classified in- 
formation intended only as a back- 
ground and did not constitute official 
State ‘Department statements. He 
said this would be explained to the 
press when the book was available, 
It wus Icarned that the State De- 
pirtment Is preparing the book for 
relense to the press—United Press.

When the Footboll Association re- 
wrote the Referees’ Chart and 
Players’ Guide to the Laws of the 
Game in 1038 they, introduced many 
improvements, 1 have often 
thought,’ however, that the original 
offside Inw (as published before 
1938) was much more to the ‘point 
than the present Law 11. So far as 
my memory serves me it began 
“When a player’ plays the ball any 
player of the same side who ‘is 
Yearer to his opponents’ goal-line is 
off-side,....." After that was list- 
ed the “unlesses,” and first and 
foremost of these being “unless 
there are two opponents nearer to 
their own goal-line.” att

Upon graduating In 1927, M. Mill 
went to the Westinghouse plant in 
Pittsburgh os a graduate student, 
then transferred to the company's 
lighting laboratories in Bloomfield, 
N. J. as an electrical engineer, 
speclalsing in Nghting, In that 
fact lies the main key to his work. 

Professor Edgerton, meanwhile, 
had become fascinated by = the 
possibilities of high-speed photo- 
graphy for research purposes, re- 
gistering myriad kinds of actlon so 
Uhat it cowld be studied, He found 
that aptificlally Upghted photography 
Koes us far back sa photography 
Mtself with Fox Talbot, foremost 
English pioneer, experimenting 
nround 1840 with spark aps to 
produce back light for photography

SWITCH TO PHOTOGRAPHY . 


Professor Edgerton started with 
the spark gop, with progress being 
slow until finally, In 1937, he deve- 
loped’ the argon tow pressure tube 
which, with its ability to produce 
tremendous light in such time os 
one ten-thousandth of a second, 
opened up the new fleld’ he had 
been trying to explore. He com:' 
municated thls information to M. 
Mill at Westinghouse, who took up

Obviously, os M. Mili 
saw it, photography uctuolly ts 
based on lighting techniques instead 
of cumeras, In appreciating this 
and developing it, M. MI became 
the outstanding photographer that 
he Is to-day, 


High speed Ighting as developed 
by Professor Edgerton, plus — this 
apprecjation of lighting, became the 
tools which M, Mill used, 

MERE “INKLING OF LIGHT” 

Wis work at the Conference 
aroused much interest beeause . of 
this very high speed light idea, 
Ordinary Nash bulbs which, filcking 
steadily, annoy both principals and 
apectators = average about one 
fifteenth of a second in-light dura- 
tlon. M, Mill’s gas fash, now using 
xenan instead of argon because its 
colour is more like daylight, lasts 
only one ten-thousandth of a second. 

As M. Mill puts it, it is not really 
a flash but only an “inkling: of 
light,” It is practically invistble to 
the human eye, 


Combine this withi M. Mill him- 
self, Who Is a tall, thin, bird-faced 
person, looking as though he was 
continually scenting a new ptcture, 
his -head covered with heavy, 
grny—ond M, Milt in operation be- 
comes something which attracts 
attention.
